ALTERATION OF THE TARIFF. . 

We have seer in the New York Times an ar- 
ticle expressive of the belief that Congress 
would soon modify the present tariff in several 
particulars. One alteration proposed, and 
which seemed to give the writer in that paper 
great pleasure, was this, viz: an increase of the 
duties on manufactured woolens, and no tariff 
at all on wool, thus giving the manufacturer 
the whole loaf, and leaviny his neighbor wool- 
grower to starve. Upon what principle of jus- 
tice or equal rights such a modification can be 
based we are at a loss to conjecture. 

Giving the manufacturer a duty on his cloths, 
and no duty upon the raw material, is giving 
him a double chance for profit, and the farmer 
none at all. Butit has ever been so. The 
manufacturing class has always been on the 
alert—active and watchful over their interests— 
have always had vigilant and interested agents 
in and around Congress, to urge their pleas for 
aid and protection, while the farmers have 
neglected their side of the question—have al- 
yays remained at home quietly attending to 
their business, and are consequently always for- 
gotten, and their interests left to suffer. The 
tariff on wool is already so low that it has been 
the means of lessening the production of wool 
a hundred per cent. probably, from that of 
former times. Take it off entirely, and you 
cut the throats of nine-tenths of the fine wooled 
sheep in the United States. You ruin thou- 
sands in the Western States, who have gone 
into wool growing, as fur as this branch of 
farming is concerned. Now we, in behalf of 
every wool grower, protest against any such 
modification of the tariff. 

We say, either take off your tariff from every 
thing, and let us have free trade in all things, 
and for all persons, or so construct your plan of 
duties that all classes shall receive an equal 
share or rate of protection. Equal rights one 
way or the other, say we, and no building up 
one class at the expense of another. No warm- 
ing and invigorating the manufacturer by the 
cordial and protective embrace of government, 
and leaving the farmer out in the cold to shiver 
and perish. 

We hope and trust that there are enough in 
Congress friendly to the agricultural interest to 
prevent any such one sided legislation as has 
been proposed. 





ACCIDENT IN DEXTER. 

On Monday of last week, while the election 
of town officers was being held in Dexter, and 
the town hall was crowded with from 400 to 
500 men and boys, the flooring gave way, and 
some 250 persons were precipitated into the 
lower story, the floor of which also gave way, 
letting them through into the cellar. A corres- 
pondent of the Bangor Whig gives the follow- 
ing particulars :— 

‘The entire fall was about 15 fect. A large 
stove fell with the floor. The position of the 
floors, after the crash, was in the shape of a 
tunnel, and the men and stove were piled into 
the center. Wonderful to tell, no bones were 
broken, and it is believed, none are permanently 
injured. I was one of the fortunate ones who 
stood on that part of the floor which remained 
in ite mp position. Such a cloud of dust 
from the ashes of the stove, &c., arose, that for 
some time we could not see any of them below. 
When it cleared away, some were drawn up to 
where we stood, some got out of the lower 
story windows. The mass of living struggling 
flesh in the tunnel, piled one above another, an 
striving to get free, presented a scene of agony, 
passing description. 

Charles B. Bates, Jere. Abbott, Wm. Eaton, 
Charles Wheeler, Reed Wheeler, Eben Wyman, 
Chas. Parkman, Wesley T. Thompson, Ansel 
Libby, L. D. Hayes, Jethro Goodwin, and 
many others, were more or less injured. We 
hope none very seriously.”’ 


Another correspondent of the same paper 
states that the accident occurred just after the 


vote was taken for town clerk. He adds :— 

‘*At this stage of proceedings, a part of the 
flooring gave way, precipitating some two hun- 
dred and fifty men into the room and cellar be- 
low. After a few minutes of most horrible ex- 
citement and suspense, the last man had been 
taken from the ruins, and contrary to all ex- 
pectations, it was found that, in the terrific 
crash and fall, no one had been killed or serious- 
ly injured. Four or five only were unable’ to 
attend the adjourned meeting on Tuesday morn- 
ing, and their absence made no difference in the 
result of the election. Many, however, made 
their appearance badly maimed.” _ 

It is really wonderful that such an accident 
could occur without causing the death of many 


of the persons falling. 





REMARKABLE CASE or Pins in A CuiLp’s 
Sromacu. A little child of Mr. Geo. Atkins, of 
Gardiner, aged nine months, has recently thrown 
up pins fiom its throat and stomach at different 
times until the whole number thus ejected 
amounts to 122.

How the pins came there was for some 
time a mystery, until a young Irish girl living 
in the family confessed having given them tothe 
child for the purpose of seeing it swallow them. 
They were mostly thrown up by vomiting, 
only one having passed by the bowels. It is 
remarkable that no damage has been done by 
this novel mode of feeding.

A Crapte ror Evoente’s Basy. A Paris let- 
ter in the Independance, of Brussels, states that 
the municipal authorities of Paris have already 
given orders for a magnificent cradle to be ready 
for the expected infant of the emperor and em- 
press. It will surpass, it issaid, in taste and 
exquisite workmanship, the famous one presented 
to the King of Rome. Following is a bref des- 
cription of the work in question: It will be 
in the form of a boat, the principal emblem in 
the arms of the city of Paris. At the prow will 
be a silver eagle with outspread wings, and the 
curtains at the head will be supported by an 
imperial crown, also in silver, held up by two 
children, one weari@g a helmet, the other bear- 





of peace. The body of the cradle stands on two 
columns, one at each end, which will be united 
by a rail beneath. The columns will be of rose- 
wood, beautifully carved and ornamented with 
foliage in silver. ‘The upper edge of the cradle 
will have a border of silver tilligree work, Javing 
on either side, about the middle, small escoch- 
eons in silver, bearing the initials of their 
majesties. From these medallions garlands of 
flowers in silver will lead to the foot and head of 
the cradle. The curtains will be of point 
d’Alencon lace and blue silk embroidered in 
gold. The compvusition, direction, and superin- 
tendence of this beautiful piece of workmanship 
has been confided to M. Baltard, the architect of 
the city of Paris.

The 
New York Courier and Enquirer has prepared, 
with some labor and much care, a complete list 
of vessels, now due at that port from Europe. 
Of these sixty vessels : 

Two have been at sea from 35 to 40 days; 
thirteen, 40 to 50 days ; twenty, 50 to 60 days ; 
fourteen, 60 to 70 days; four, 70 to 80 days; 
four 80 to 90 days; one, 90 to 100 days; two, 
over 100 days. 

Apprehensions for the ultimate safety of 
me all these vessels, are probably groundless, 
but on their arrival they will report destructive 
gales and rude encounters with the ice. The 
ships which have reached port within the last 
few days prepare us to expect this. Fourteen 
vessels which have arrived at this port since the 
first of February — the loss of twenty-nine 
men, nineteen of whom were washed overboard, 
and ten killed by falling from the yards. The 
severity of the cold has also caused great suffer- 
ing, and many have lost limbs by frost. Taken 
altogether, the month of February will long be 
marked in black in the log-book of many a 
mariner.

Indians in Texas. Returns from the Indian 
agencies in Texas show that the State contains 
20,000 Camanches and Kioways, 3,000 Arrick- 
arees, 300 Wacoes, Towacanoes, and Keechies, 
550 Lipans, 400 Mescaleros, 960 Wichitas, and 
Apaches, Caddoes and other tribes, to numbers 
not estimated, but mostly small, The powerful 
tribes are generally so far from the settlements 
as to give no trouble. 

Counterfeit Money. For several weeks past & 
large gang of counterfeiters have been engaged 
extensively in circulating in New York forged 
notes, mostly of the denomination of $5, on the 
Ocean Bank of that city, the Phoenix Bank of 
Westerly, R. I., and the Bridgeport Bank, Conn. 
Many thousand dollars af these spurious bills 
have been palmed off, and numerous arrests have 
been made. 


Monuments of Nineveh. Mr. Wood, the 
American Consul for Syria, writes to the Trav- 
eller that fifty boxes of the monuments of dis- 
interred Nineveh, procured for different New 
England collges, reached Beirut in October, and 
will be dispatched by the first vessel which sails 
from there in the spring. 

Mail Missing. The St. Louis Republican 
states that it has been satisfactorily ascertained 
that the mail for Boston, sent from that city on 
the 26th January last, never reached its des- 
tination, nor has anything been heard of it. 
Two business houses of St. Louis are sufferers— 
one for $300, and another for $600—and the 
presumption is, that the mail wasa very val- 
uable one. 


American Surgeons in the Russian Army.

‘*By a private letter from a gentleman at Pe- 
ru, of the 21st inst., the following statement is 
furnished of the corn in store along the Illinois 
River :—‘ At Peru, 124,000 bushels; at La Salle, 
70,000 ; at Ottawa, 200,000; and from Peru 
to and at Peoria, 700,000; in all, 1,094,000 
bushels at these points, from Ottawa to Peoria, 
inclusive. There is probably in store at Lock- 
port, 125,000 bushels ; at Morris, 100,000 ; and 
at Joliet, 50,000 to 60,000. The probability is, 
“this quantity will be doubled before the canal is 
opened. There is little of any other grain in 
store at these points.’ In Chicago there is in 
store about 116,000 bushels of wheat, 51,100 
bushels of corn, 14,800 bushels of oats, accord- 
ing to the statements of the warehouse men.”’ 





InsuRREcTION IN Guiana. New York, March 
22. The Herald's correspondent at St. Thomas 
writes, under date of the 4th inst., that the 
British mail steamer had arrived from Demara- 
ra, and reported that the negroes of Guiana, 
instigated by Orr, better known as the Angel 
Gabriel, had commenced to slaughter all the 
Portuguese Coolies. Gov. Woodhouse had sent 
Orr to jail, but the military under his command 
were unable to cope with the maddened negroes, 
and His Excellency had despatched courtiers to 
the Windward Islands for the aid of troops to 
quell the insurrection caused by the frantic ap- 
peals to brutal instincts.

Because, the said Wcodbury Davis, at the terms 
of the Supreme Judicial Court, holden by him for 
the County of Cumberland, in the month of March, 
has refused to recognize the official authority and 
privilege of Daniel C. Emery, who had before been 
duly appointed, commissioned and qualified as the 
sheriff of said county, and then held that office : 

Because, the said Woodbury Davis, in his capacity 
as Judge, has assumed, without legal issue or judicial 
trial thereof, to deny the lawful and actual validity 


| of the commission issued to the said sheriff, under the 


hand of the Governor and the seal of the State; 
Because, the said Woodbury Davis, not regarding 
the lawful and actual custody, held by the said sheriff, 
of prisoners confined in the jail of said county, for 
trial at the present term of said court, has under- 


| taken to remove said prisoners from jail, and has re- 


moved them by proceeding not warranted by law; 
Because, the said Woodbury Davis, at the times 


| aforesaid, has recognized as the sheriff of said county, 


another person who had before been lawfully remov- 
ed from that office, and has undertaken to issue the 
orders and precepts of the said court, to be executed 
by the person who had been so removed from office; 

All of which acts and proceedings are and have 

been open and notorions, and are persisted in, hither- 
to; 
Because, the continaence of such acts, proceedings 
and assumptions of the said Woodbury Davis, tends 
to produce insubordination, confusicn and violence; 
is of dangerous and pernicious example; confounds 
the distribution of the powers of government, and 
tends to the subversion of the actual, constituted and 
lawful authority of the State. 

Resolved, That these resolutions and statement of 
causes of removal, be entered on the Journal of the 
Senate, and that a copy of the same be signed by 
the President of the Senate, and served upon the 


| said Woodbury Davis, by such person as the Presi-

“THE LATEST NEWS FROM EUROPE. 





The steamship Persia arrived at New York on 
Thursday morning last, bringing dates from 
Europe to the 8th inst. No intelligence has 
been received in England from the missing 
steamship Pacific. We make the following 
summary of the news by this arrival :— 

Enctanp. Insurance has been effected on the 
Pacific at Liverpool at 80 per cent. 

Covent Garden Theatre was burnt on the 
morning of the 5th at an early hour, just at the 
close of a bal masque, under management of 
Prof. Anderson, the wizard. Nvarly all the 
party had left, and but a few persons were 
slightly injured. The destruction of the build- 
ing and properties was complete. . 

The steamship Quaker City sailed from Liver- 

} at 10 o’clock on the night of the 5th. 

The Quaker City took out a report of the 
signing of preliminaries of peace, but subse- 
quent information would imply that the pleni- 
potentiaries had merely appended their names 
to the prelimiary formalities. 

She also conveyed the speech of the Emperor 
Napoleon to the Legislative Assembly, in which 
he spoke in cordial terms of the English alli- 
ance, and stated that while he hoped for peace, 
it was necessary to be prepared either for peace 
or war. 

The Persia brings nothing to add fb the above, 
excepting a general rumor that negotiations 
proceed satisfactorily. 

In the House of Commons, on the 6th, Lord 
Palmerston said it was impossible for him to say 
when the papers relating te Central American 
affairs would be laid upon the table. They 
would, however, be produced the moment they 
were ready. 

Some small insurances are understood to have 
been effected on the Pacific on the 2d in London, 
at the rate of 80 percent. The value of the 
ship is about £120,000, and she is said to have 
had a cargo of 700 tuns of fine goods. 

A committee of the Royal Swedish Railway 
Company has ascertained, after a hasty and 
preliminary examination, that the over issue of 
shares in that Company, by Mr. Sadlier, amount 
to 16,291 five pound shares, and 18,782 four 
pound shares, making an aggregate of 156,583 
pounds; but the committee admit that as yet it 
is impossible to arrive at correct statement, and 
that the total issue appropriated to himself may 
possibly prove to have been 250,000 pounds. A 
new committee, to make a more searching in- 
vestigation, has been appointed. 

It was currently rgported in Manchester on 
the Ist inst., and there is reason to believe on 
good authority, that a highly respected firm in 
the iron trade there, would be a sufferer to the 
extent of £25,000 by the forgeries and frauds 
of Mr. Sadlier. It was also reported that a 
firm in the nighborhood of Manchester had been 
under the necessity of calling their creditors to- 
gether in consequence of losses occasioned in the 
same way, but the amount in this case did npt 
transpire. 

Breadstuffs declined considerably during the 
week, but on Friday a better feeling was mani- 
fested. 

Denmark. A proposition is said to have been 
made on the 2d inst. by the Danish Govern- 
ment, to the effect that Denmark would consent 
to abolish the Sound dues on receiving payment 
of 35,000,000 thalers, to be defrayed by the 
various States interested. 

The proposition was made to the Sound Dues 
Conference, and the proposal is said to have 
been accepted at once by the Russian represen- 
tative, Tengoborski, without any reserve, al- 
though Russia's share would amount to about 
one-third of the whole. It is represented that 
this project met with so much favor with the 
representatives assembled as to lead to the ex- 
pectation of its being adopted by the various 
Governments. 


Mapacascar. A body of 1500 or 2000 
troops, belonging to the Queen of Mad sar, 
have been achieving what Her Majesty calls a 
victory over France ; that is, they attacked the 
French employees and native laborers working 
at a coal mine in the Bay of Vavatoube, in the 
North part of Madagascar, (belonging to 
France) killed seven Frenchmen, made over one 
hundred prisoners, destroyed property worth 
350,000f., and carried off seven pieces of can- 
non, a quantity of muskets, and some gunpow- 
der. According to the Mauritius paper which 
records the occurrence, this gross insult to the 
French flag is expected to be revenged by the 
Imperial Government. 

Cutva. The details of the news from China 
posesses a few features of interest. The China 
Overland Mail has the following relative to the 
rebellion and the fire at Macao :— 

‘*As usual of late, we have little news about 
the rebellion, but it is not unimportant, and 
shows a downward progress. The Pekin Gazette 
states that Luchau-fu, after being occupied tor 
two years by the rebels, has been recovered by 
the government; and that the insurgents of 
Tsung-yang, in Hupih, have likewise been rout- 
ed. Another account, however, states that they 
continue to wander about from place to place, 
infesting more particularly the neighborhood of 
Wu-chang-fu, the capital of the province. In 
the great province of Szechuen a rising is re- 
ported; but it would seem to be local, and 
caused by a famine, from which no fewer than 
twenty-four districts are suffering. 

On the other hand, the rebels of Chin-kiang- 
fu are exposed to a worse visitation—a sort of 

lague, of which it is said upwards of 100,000 
ave already died. The disease attacks the 
throat, which speedily becomes so painful as to 
prevent food being taken. The teeth turn black 
and full out, and death is sure and sudden. 
The commandant of Chin-kiang having sent to 
Nankin for reinforcements, a strong body was 
ordered to move; but it was encountered by 
the Imperialists, and after a comparatively se- 
vere and bloody struggle gave way and retreated 
to Nankin. Should the communication between 
the two strongholds of the rebels be cut off, the 
recapture of Chin-kiang by the Imperialists is 
— certain, and the evacuation of Nankin 
y the rebels, at no very distant period, may be 
regarded as probable. 
he remains of the roving bands who caused 
so much alarm about Canton last year, are re- 
ported to be in motion in the upper part of the 
rovince; but they are not very formidable, as 
intercourse has not been cut off, nor trade 
seriously affected. 

A fire of an dlarming nature broke out in 
Macao a little after noon on Friday last, which 
raged until the next morning. Hardly was it 
subdued, when another confi tion arose & 
little to the northward (windward) of the locale 
first devastated. The result of the two burnings 
was the destruction of between 1000 and 2000 
houses, probably over $2,000,000 in value, and 
the loss of 70 or 80 lives, including those of 
three of the crews of the French frigates Vir- 
ginie and Constantine, who’ were killed by the 
fall of a house pulled down by their comrades. 
The region destroyed comprises the area between 
the custom and the Senate Houses, Church of 
St. Domingo, and the Praya Pequena; over a 
fourth of the whole city we take it.”

The 
Moniteur of yesterday contains an Imperial 
decree calling out for active service, 140,000 
young soldiers for the class of 1855. 

Berlin, Sunday. Twocouriers passed through 
the city en route for Paris, bearing fresh in- 
structions for the Russian Plenigotentiaries. 

Hamburg, March 6. Admiral Watson has 
sailed from Kiel, and has ordered the fleet to 
assemble off Moar Island to ann§unce the renewal 
of the blockade of the Russian ports. 

Marseilles. Orders are received here for the 
conveying of 10,000 infantry and a battery of 
artillery to the Crimea, to replace troops re- 
turned home. 

Baltic. The Russians are sending troops in 
considerable numbers to Finland, concentrating a 
large force around St. Petersburg, and strength- 
ening the batteries near Cronstadt. 








MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 
Gentlemen of the City Council : 


Very unexpectedly have I been called upon by my 
fellow-citizens to assume the chief executive magis- 
tracy of this beautiful city. For this peculiar mani- 
festation of their confidence and kindness I tender 
to them and to youmy cordial thanks. Having beon, 
in former years, quite familiar with the ordinary du- 
ties of almost every department of municipal affairs; 
allow me to say, that whatever errors of judgment or 
of action may attach to the discharge of my official 
duties [ will not pretend to seek refuge or palliation 
under the usual plea of inexperience, but shall rather 
be compelled to take shelter under the broader shield 
—“to err is human.” To meet the responsibilities 
of my present position I pledge the same talents, the 
same habits, the same censciousness of feeling and 
acting for the right, which have usually governed 
my life—and, besides all this I have already had the 
assurance that I may safely rely upon your own ex- 
perience and wise counsels and hearty co-operation 
in all those measures which shall conduce to the 
highest welfare and happiness of our whole commu- 
nity. 

It has been customary for the Mayor, in his inau- 
gural address, to traverse the whole field of topics 
within the sphere of the City Government and dis- 
cuss them at considerable length; bntI trast you 
will pardon me for omitting the usual rehearsal (for 
it seems to me to be literally a rehearsal) and permit 
me, very briefly, to present to your minds a few 
thoughts which may be appropriate to the occasion 
and of some value to us all, in the discharge of duty. 

And first of all I wish to impress upon each of 
your minds the sentiment that every position to be 
occupied in the administration of this government 
has its responsibilities. We are too prone to over- 
look this thought. The very language we use im- 
plies that we do not sufficiently appreciate the sub- 
ject. We call one duty trivial, another menial, and 
still another, insignificant. In doing this we do not 
call things by their right names; the terms are 
wholly misapplied. . True it is that there are differ- 
ent degrees of importance to be attached to divers 
trusts, but the difference is only in degree, and not 
in kind. Take the humblest office in our possession 
or at our disposal, look at it in all its relations to 
the individual and to society. Does it not become a 
living reality, full of momentous import? No task 
can be too well performed—sterling qualities of both 
mind and heart are never out of place in any rela- 
tion or under any circumstances, and to whatever ex- 
tent those faculties may be concentrated upon what 
we call the simplest duty of life, that duty will ab- 
sorb them all and still demand their further exercise 
in its performance. There are, indeed, diversities of 
gifts and diversities of operations, but they all re- 
quire the same spirit. It is not the province of an 
office to honor us; but for us to honor and magnify 
the office by our virtues and our acts. Let us then 
cherish this thought as we walk along the path of 
duty, that it may cheer and strengthen us. 

This naturally leads me tothe subject, which of 
all others seems to me to be of paramount import- 
ance at this juncture—I refer to the selection of in- 
dividuals to fill the various executive offices of this 
government. This will constitute the very germ, 
nucleus, foundation upon which we are to erect the 
whole superstructure of our administration. Its 
whole character will be moulded and stereotyped by 
those little slips of paper you will this day cast into 
the ballot box. I need not multiply words upon a 
proposition so self-evident to every intelligent and 
reflecting mind, for you will at once perceive that 
by the very act of choosing the subordinate offitrs, 
you virtually délegate to them all the powers and 
functions inherent in or incident to the offices them- 
selves. It affords me sincere pleasure to know that 
your views, wishes, and purposes are in harmony 
with the principles above stated. 

I now invite your careful attention, for a few mo- 
ments, to our expenditures. The city is very large- 
ly in debt, and by reference to the proper documents, 
you will perceive that the accunmlation has been go- 
ing on from year to year from the commencement of 
our organization as a city. If you examine the 
standard by which our property is valued, or the per 
centage of assessment thereon, or the sum set apart 
for each specific object of legitimate expenditure, 
you will findthem excessively high. Our citizens, 
of all classes, feel that they are unnecessarily bur- 
thened with taxes. Their complaints are loud and 
bitter—and although upon no subject are they more 
sensitive than that which affects the sinews of their 
purse, yet we cannot affirm that these complaints 
are as “‘the baseless fabric of a vision,’? but must 
honestly confess, that though somewhat exaggerated, 
they are, nevertheless, founded upon indisputable 
facts. In whatever light this subject is viewed, the 
conclusion is irresistible, and we cannot escape from 
it, if we would, that our expenditures are excessive 
and the results consequently oppressive. It is high 
time then to look this matter in the face, to take our 
stand and say “thus far shalt thou go and no fur- 
ther.” Curtailment is demanded—it can and must 
be made. Let us resolve to attempt it the present 
year. But the question arises, how shall it be done 
and where shall we begin? The answer is, in gener- 
al terms, by strict economy applied everywhere—not a 
niggardly, but judicious economy. In our efforts to 
do this, we must wisely discriminate between the ob- 
jects to which our resources are applied, between 
what may be called the luxuries, and what are abso- 
lutely the necessaries of life, regarding it as of much 
higher importance to educate the young in intelli- 
gence and virtue, to clothe the naked, to feed the 
hungry and in all ways to bless the poor, than it is 
to bring up our streets to a horizontal level—to con- 
struct miniature Thames tunnels—or to make a great 
pomp and show of our Posse-comitatus. 

In order that we may have a better understanding 
of this subject, and arrive at more definite and prac- 
tical conclusions, let us examine briefly the list of 
appropriations made from year to year, in reference 
to the question where retrenchment is to be effected. 

This list embraces some seventeen items. You 
will perceive at a glance that several of these, like 
the laws of the Medes and Persians are unalterable— 
everything must be paid—not one jot or tittle can be 
abated. In this class we place the State and County 
tax, Interest on loans, River note and Interest on all 
River notes, Discount on taxes and Fractional Over- 
layings. Looking again we find another class of 
items of expenditure, over wh®h we have some dis- 
cretionary power, and where avery trifling sum, at 
most, can be passed over to the credit of the sinking 
fund. Among these, may be named, I think, Schools, 
Poor, City officers, Abatement, Printing and Contin- 
gent expenses. In reference, however, to our schools 
and our poor, it may be very doubtfal policy to with- 
hold from them one single dollar. The public’ senti- 
ment would be against it. Our’ youth must be well 
educated, and it may well be deemed penny-wise and 
pound foolish to pursue a course calculated to de- 
prive them of any facilities. Any thing taken from 
the school fund may add double the sum to the ex- 
penses of the Police Department or Poor House. So 
long too, as the fact exists, that the poor are withus 
always, they must be clothed and fed, and in every 
respect be dealt with humanely. No reasonable tax 
payer will complain of money thus epplied, if it be 
legally and judiciously expended. hat remains 


then in the list we are considering? Simply four 


items, viz: Police, Fire Department, New Streets, 


Highways. To these four, then, are we to look main- 
ly for curtailment and saving. If there be no screw 





thoughts and reasons as have occurred 
while reflectin 





loose in this part of our machinery that we can tight- 
en—or if there be not some leak in this part of the 
ship, which we can stop, why, we must let the ma- 
chinery clatter on—or allow the ship to go down and 
take to the Life Boats for safety. 

T shall now proceed to give you a summary of my 
views upon these four topics, in the form of four re- 
commendations, accompanying each with such 
tomy mind 
upon the subject. 


First—that the Police Department be made to con- 


sist of a City Marshal, Deputy Marshal, and Police- 
men, not exceeding six in number—for the reasons 


that that part of our city requiring their services is 
small, both in respect of territory and population— 
and that we are not much annoyed by that slass of 
people who flood our seaport places, and because our 
citizens are an orderly and law-abiding people, and a 
law unto themselves. 

Second—that our Fire Department be re-organized, 
and made to consist of two companies, one for each 
engine, and that each company shall consist of a suf- 
ficient number of energetic men to form a permanent 
nucleus, whose duty it shall be to take charge of the 
engines and apparatus—to bring them promptly into 
requisition at every alarm of fire—and that they 
shall receive for their services a liberal compensation. 
This department should receive your special atten- 
tion. A great amount of property is at stake here. 
Having been to large expense to procure so choice a 
set of machinery, and having made also a large out- 
lay for its protection, it would be very unwise and 
impolitic not to avail ourselves of its benefits. In 
this connection it may not be amiss to advise, that 
the companies be not allowed to remove the engines 
from the city, except in case of rendering aid to our 
neighbors, nor be allowed to work them upon fest- 
trials, either in competition with each other, or with 
those from abroad. One such test-trial, hardly pressed 
for one hour, does more injury to the engines and 
hose, and to the operators themselves, than the or- 
dinary use woyld do in a whole year. 

Third—to disallow the laying out of any new 
streets, or the further grading of existing streets, 
or the building of any stone bridges during the cur- 
rent year. Probably no city in the State has so 
great a length of streets and roads. The increase 
of population and of business do not demand them; 
the amount of our taxable prop®@rty will not jus- 
tify such expenditures, and our eitizens should have 
a respite from such oppressive burthens. 

Fourth—to abolish the office of Street Commis- 
sioners, and to substitute in its stead District High- 
way Surveyors, or to contract for aterm of years 
with some competent and responsible men to per- 
form all the ordinary duties of Street Commissioners, 
or Highway Surveyors, requiring good and sufficient 
bonds for the faithful fulfillment of the same. The 
statutes of the State recognize both of these methods. 
I have been informed that in Belfast, of this State, 
the latter mode has been adopted, and that while it 
has saved a large amount of money to the city, it 
has likewise been quite profitable to the contractors. 
We pay our Street Commissioners a salary of four 
hundred dollars. And for what? Is it for actnal 
manual labor? or is it for having the general super- 
vision of affairs. Do they not practically delegate to 
others essentially the same powers and the same du- 
ties that it is now proposed to confer upon these Dis- 
trict Highway Surveyors?’ In the working of these 
two systems I have not yet been able to see anything 
more than the shadow of a difference between them. 
The one is virtually the same thing as the other, 
under a different name. The only substantial fact 
which I have been #le to discover to mark any im- 
portant distinction between the structure of the two, 
is that the Street Commissioners are required to give 
bonds. If these views are correct, for what I ask 
again—for what do we pay this four hundred dollars? 
What equivalent do we get? I have asked these 
questions in all soberness. They are for you to an- 
swer. It is a subject of vital importance, and I sub- 
mit it to you in all confidence, that you will give it 
a thorough investigation, and decide it judiciously 
and satisfactorily. 

I have thrown out these suggestions, and made 
these directions, in compliance with the recommenda- 
tions of our charter, which requires of the Mayor, 
among other things, “‘to communicate to you such 
information, and recommend such measures as the 
business and interests of the city may, in his opinion, 
require.” Forwant of time I must bring this very 
hasitly written address to a close. 

Gentlemen, my best e(forts shall not be wanting to 
co-operate with you in devising and carrying out all 
measures calculated to promote the welfare and hap- 
piness of all classes of our people. Let us now invoke 
the Divine Wisdom and the Divine Goodness, as well 
as the aid of our fellow-citizens, to enable us to per- 
form faithfully and impartially, according to the 
tenor of the solemn oath we have just taken, all our 
responsibilities and duties to their acceptance, and 
the approval of our own consciences. Let us do our 
duty, our whole duty, and nothing but our duty.

On motion of Mr. Hale, the resolution was adopted 
enquiring of the President whether the boundary line 
according to the treaty with Mexico in 1853 had been 
established, and whether the remaining millions had 
been paid, and to whom. 

Mr. Seward submitted a substitute for Mr. Doug- 
lass’ bill to provide for the admission of Kansas as a 
State. . 

Mr. James of Rhode Island reported a bill for the 
prevention of frauds in the collection of the Revenue, 
and for other purposes. Adjourned to Monday. 

House. Mr. Campbell of Ohio, from the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means, reported the Navy Appro- 
priation Bill. 

Mr. Benson, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
reported the Senate bill for the construction of ten 
sloops-of-war, with amendment providing that the 
Secretary of the Navy may at his discretion cause 
two of them to be built with side wheels, with view 
of greatest attainable speed. 


SUSPECTED SLAVER CAPTURED. 

It was suspected’ some time ago that the 
schooner Falmouth, fitting out at this port, was 
destined for the slave trade, and yesterday morn- 
ing she cleared without her custom-house papers. 
She was overhauled in the Narrows. Three 
men, who appear to be the captain, first and 
second mate, and a crew of eight persons, were 
arrested without difficulty. One man—who is 
snpposed to have been an owner, in whole or in 

rt, of the vessel—jumped overboard and was 
rdrowned. Officers and crew are Portuguese or 
Spaniards, and cannot speak a word of English 
—so at least they pretend. They are hardy, 
daring, weather-beaten fellows. 

The Falmouth isa tight little fore-and-aft 
schooner, Baltimore built, nearly new, of about 
200 tons. She is fitted up with all the appli- 
ances of a regular slaver. She had a lar 
quantity of timber on board, adapted for the 
construction of a slave deck, 56 hogsheads of 
water, 20 casks of rice and beans, (the usual 
food for slaves) a large copper boiler and iron 
cauldron for cooking food, and a quantity of leg 
irons and hand-cufls. On Monday afternoon 
she was lying at the foot of 14th street, without 
any cargo of any kind on board. But another 
schooner, which contained the cargo of the Fal- 
mouth, was lying near her, and on Monday 
night a tow boat took the two schooners to Hurl 
Gate, where the cargo of the other schooner was 
at on board the Falmouth. Her crew have 

n committed to prison in default of bail in 
$4000 each. She is now lying at the Navy 
Yard. The ownership of the suspected craft is 
as yet a mystery.
